tend a patient, by the name of James (.rawfo.i, who, 
for the term of nearly five years, has been frequently trou- 
bled with a Species of epileptic fits.

To thefirfl ofthefe votes I fhould long f nee have pub- 
licly replied, did I not conceive it too bafe and contemptible 
to merit my notice. The file in which., it was diclated, tM 
precipitate manner in which it was hurried through tht 
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Convention -without my knowledge, were too abufive not to 
mvince every candid mind of the fource from whence it

originated. 

In the'fecond vole, not pretending that the- charges in the 
former had been fubjiantiated by time and experience, they 
at length difcover new grounds for accufation, and on 
thefe grounds they have efecled my expulfton. My -whole 
crime now conffis in having, what the Convention call, a 
noftrum, or 9 in compliance with a law of the United 
States, enabled for the file purpefe of promoting the progrefs 
of ufiful arts, have, under the fanclion of our firjl conflt- 
tuted authorities, obtained a patent which might enable me 
to defray the expenfes that have arifen in dijfiminating a 
knowledge of its importance. 

To determine the reafinablenefs of attempting to load me

Saturate any quantity of the beft vinegar with com- 
mon marine fait ; to one large table-fpooftfu) of this foiu- 
tion, add four times the quantify of boiling water ; let 
the patient take of tlii* preparation as hot a* it can be 
fwallowed, one fpoonful once in half a minute until fche 
whole is drank : this for an adult. The quantity :yay 
be varied according to the age, fize, and constitution 
of the patient. If necefTary, repeat the _ dofe once 
in fix or eight hours. Conliderable evacuations, I con- 
ceive, to be, not only unueceflary, but injurious, as they 
ferve to debilitate and prolong the difeafe. 

A tea of plantain or fome otlier cooling, fiinple drink, 
may be ufeful, and if a tbirlt for cyder be discovered, "it 
maybe gratified. 

Carefullv avoid keeping this preparation in vefl'els 
partaking of the qualities of lead, as the poifon produced 
bv that means, may prove dangerous. 
' The fuccefs of the remedy depends much on preparing 
and giving the dofe, as above-directed. 

The iimpiicity of this treatment rentiers it the more 
valuable, as all perfons have it in their power to avail 
themfelves of its ui'e. 

I have found it ufeful in agues, diarrhoeas, and the yel- 
low fever.
